Ideal work for tho prevenfatlon of 
sickness is only possible In counties 
where there is a carefully selected 
and trained health officer who ia so 
supported, flnanctally, as has been 
true from time immemorial of Judges 
and similar court officials, that he can 
give up the practice of medicine and 
other business and devote his entire 
time to the protection of health and 
life.

"The committee found that the 
President bad not felt at liberty to 
\olunteer his advice to members of 
Congress In this important mattec^but 
when we sought his advice he very 
frankly and earnestly advised w (c 
vote for the amendment as an act ol 
right and Justice to tlie women of tha 
country and of the world."

Fruit helps to keep your body in 
good health and to prevent constipa- 
tion. 

Use fresh fruit when possible. 
Use prunes, dried apples, dried 
apricots. Soak them in water over 
night and cook them long enough to 
make them tender. 

Use dates or raisins. These arc 
good added to the cereal ten minutes 
before taking It froin the stove. Then 
you v^lll not Atied augar; 

Use ripe bsnanaa witk dark 8k)ns. 
Bananas 'with greenUh>-yenoii^ skins 
are hard to digest unless cooked. 
Use Cereals 
Corn-meal mush, oatmeal, rice, 
hominy (gritB)^ 

Theae are mudh chMHer than the 
"ready-to^t" bMlkfkbt foods. A 
"ready-to-eat" breakfast food may 
cost 16 cents for a big package, but 
If the packages contains only one- 
quarter poundGO cents a pound for 
cereal!

Corn-meal mush and ofttmeal are 
good only when well cooked. Many 
people use too little salt add dob't 
cook them long enough. 

To cook corn-meal mtuh for flva 
use 1V& cups com meal, S teaspons, 
salt (level), 6 or 6 Cups water. Bring 
salted water to a boil. Stir in the 
corn niral slowly. Don't let it lump. 
Cook it at least 30, minutes. I Is bet- 
ter \ cooked for Vprtt hours, or over- 
night Use a dottble boiler on the 
back of the stove, or a ilreless cook- 
er.

CONOBEVE BOATS MAY NAVIOATE 

That the commerce carriera of the 
near future which are being depend- 
ed upon to relieve railroad congestion 
and contribute materially to tho win-

past, ia prbven by one of the Inter- 
esting exhibits that will feature tho 
National Motor Boat Show in New 
York City January 19th to 26th. 

This exposition in which war and 
oommerce will take precedence this 
year over plWsure,' isL motor boating, 
drawa many interesting exhibits from 
all seotions of the country, not the 
least ot which will be the concrete 
boat belonging to the United States 
.N'aval Reserve at Chicago. 

This txwt is built of concrete and 
waa oODilriwted by Walter Dowsey of 
Iron River, Michigan, who laoking 
suitable wood from which to build a 
pleasure boat determined to experi- 
ment with concrete. He arranged an 
iron framework and forms, and the 
result ot his experiment was so suc- 
cessful and attracted ao nmOh atten- 
tion that he was indaoed to present it 
lb the Naval Reserve at Chicago, 
where it has been in active use for 
several months. Owing to its oddity 
and tlio great future posBibilltles in 
represents it was decided to place the 
craft on exhibit at the National Show 
as one of the intereatlng develop- 
menta ot ittl. 

With the devetopneat of inland 
waterways oomes the question of the 
material from which the big freight 
carrying barges and towboats are to 
be constructed and it is known that 
the ahlpping board ia jMw esperi- 
menting with eonerete as a aabstltnte 
for wood la the ballding ot barges 
and hulls for eosstwise as well an in- 
land traffic.
